result of a criminal operation. 


Chief of Police.Hodgkins brands the 


statement as a wilful and malicious 
falsehood and says that in one or two 
days he will be able to demonstrate 


__hjs_innocence ' before 
the Board of 


Police and Fire Commissioners. 


TO 1NVESIGATE. 


Mayor Mott, City Attorney McElroy 


and City Engineer Turner, the three 
commissioners, are agreed that 
the 


charges shall be probed. Chief Hodg- 
kins courts the investigation and in- 
timates that the evidence he will fur- 
nish before the board may come as a 
surprise to certain parties. 


The charge that Chief 
of 
Police 


Hodgkins accepted a bribe of $1,000 is 
not new. Two months ago, after Mrs. 
Harrison had 
been 
released on a 


charge of murder, she made "the state- 
ment that Chief of Police Hodgkins 
had received a bribe from her to have 
the coroner's jury fixed in her own 
case, but that he* had failed. At that 
time Mrs. Harrison did not give any 
particulars, but left everything to the 
imagination. At the same time 
she 


stated the newspapers who were pub- 
lishing stories about her could not get 
any money. Little attention at the 
time was paid to the statements of 
Mrs. Harrison, but 
last 
night 
she 


again made the statement that she had 
given Hodgkins $960 in gold and $40 
in currency on the Friday night pre- 
ceding the inquest of Mrs. Biroth. 


HER STORY. 


Here is the story of,M>~s. Harrison: 
"On the night of May 19th, which 


•was Friday, the night before the In- 
quest on the death of Mrs. Minnie 
Biroth, was to be held. Chief of Police, 
•Hodgkins came to me at my home and 
told me that if I paid him some, money 
he would see that I was kept out of 
all trouble. I said I would give him 
all the money I had if he could do 
that, and immediately secured 51,200, 


which I had in the house. 
I 
gave 


him $1,000 of this and asked him if 
that would be enough. He took 
the 


money and said li> would do what he 
could for me with that sum. 


IN THE PARLOR. 


"We were in my parlor and 
were 


alone when I gave him the money. 
There was $040 in gold and $60 in pa- 
per money. When he came to me that 
night he wore an overcoat and had 
on dark glasses, which' made -it 'very 
hard to recognize him. My son, Chas. 
Harrison, saw him come in and asked; 
me what the Chief wanted. 
He also 


saw me get the money from my desk 
and return with it to the parlor. I 
will take an oath before the Police 
Commissioners;, or before the highest 
tribunal in the State that I gave Chief 
of Police Hodgkins $1,000 in my par- 
lor Friday night. May ISth, that is, 
the night before the inquest on Mrs. 
Biroth. 


"Chief Hodgkins has been a friend 


of mine for the last twenty years, so 
when he fame to me that night and 
said he was going to befriend me I 
believed every word he said. As soon 
as he had entered the house he called 
me into the parlor and said: 
'Mrs. 


Harrl:on. the sudden death of Mrs. 
Minnie Biroth is going to get you .into 
trouble, and I hare come down here to 
see if I can do anything to help you. 


TALKED OF CASE. 


"We then talked about the case and 


he admitted that he knew I was in no 
way connected with the death of Mrs 
Biroth. He said there was no evidence 
whatever against me, but that Captain 
of Police Petersen was doing all he 
could to have me prosecuted." 


"He tlien explained to me that I had 


a good many enemies living in West 
Oakland who were members of my 
church, and these, he stated, would in 
some way manage to get on the Coro- 
ner's jury. 
He told 
me, and not 


knowing any better, I believed him 
that 
the 
Coroner 
selected 
his 


jury by taking the 
first persons he 


could see near the 
Coroner's 
office, 


when the inquest was to be called.

FOUND CLEWS. 


The explosions occasioned by the 


use of flynamie -were heard last night 
In Berkeley, shortly after 10 o'clock, 
and

promptly formed a party ot investiga- 
tion. R- Klein, a member of the class 
of 1908, found a stick of dynamite near 
the big "C," and a burned handker- 
chief, .with the initials "F. G." on the 
linen. These were the only clues to 
the perpetrators of the act of vandal-

case is now in the hands of the Com- 
missioner, having been submitted after 
a brief argument, without the intro- 
duction of any testimony by the de- 
fense whatever. 


When the case was taken up yester- 


day afternoon the 
prosecution not 


having closed Wednesday, was privi- 
leged to introduce additional testimo- 
ny, (but failed to do so and closed its 
case. The counsel 
for 
the accused 
also announced that they had no tes- 
timony to offer. 
Arguments being in 
order, counsel for Brace maintained 
that the evidence introduced was not 
sufficient to hold their client for trial 
before 
the United States 
District 


Court. 
The law was quoted and the testi- 
mony of Coombs and Mulford, both of 
whom made a clean breast of their 
dealings with Brace, was dwelt upon 
Special Agent Wade had but little to 
eay. He maintained that the evidence 


to furnish authorities to prove his con- 
tention, closed his short talk.

"We can not permanently adhere to 
the Monroe Doctrine unless we suc- 
ceed in making, it evident in the first 
place that we -do not intend to treat 
it in a.ny. shape or way as an excuse 
for aggrandizement on our part at ,the 
expense o£ the republics to the south 
of us; second, that we do not intend 
to permit it to be used by any of these 
republics as a shield to protect 
that 


republic from -the consequences of its 
own misdeeds against foreign nations; 
third, that inasmuch as by this doc- 
trine we prevent other nations from 
interfering on this side cf the water. 
we shall ourselves in good faith - try 


to their -interests. 
INow let-:1 lt-;be?un- 


derstood, once for .all- that; no ,-just,'and 
orderly government on this continent has 
anything to fear from us. 
There are 


certain of the 
republics 7 south of us 


which1 have already reached such a point 
of .stability, -order and .prosperity .that 
they are ' themselves, although as yet 
hardly consciously, among the guaran- 
tors of tliis doctrine. No 'stable and 
growing American republic wishes to see 
some great non-American military power 
acquire territory in its .neighborhood. It 
is the interest of all of us on this con- 
tinent that no such event should" occur, 
and in addition to our own republic there 
are now already republics in. the regions 
south of us which have reached a point:

"As to", toe second point, if a republic 


to the south'.of us commits a tort against 
a foreign nation, such, for Instance, as 
wrongful action against the persons : of 
citizens of that nation, then the Monroe 
Doctrine does not force us to interfere1 
to prevent punishment of "the tort, save 
to see 'that the punishment does not.di- 
rectly or indirectly' assume the form of 
territorial occupation of the : offending 
country.

own Government has always refused to 
enforce such contractual obligations : on 
behalf of its citizens bi the appeal io 
arms.

Several things, however, were not to 
his liking, and his approval is condi- 
tional. 
The ^lettering on tne corner 


stone is to be covered with gold leaf, 
the brick walls of the stairway must 
be plastered, slight alterations in the 
gable openings under 
the 
root re- 


main to be made. 
The edifice is said to be the finest 
of its size in the State. It has a high 
basement with the main rooms in the 
floor above. The tower rises one floor 
higher near the corner of the building. 
The picturesque mission style has 


been adhered to faithfully. The outside 
of the walls are covered thickly with 
concrete, painted a beautiful cream 
:olor to imitate the 
ancient 
adobe. 


The lines of the struotrure are low and 
straight, the entire building giving an 
impression of solidity and strength. 
The interior is anished in oak and 
burlap. 
By low railings the space 
is divided into three divisions, one of 
which is for the book cases, another 
for the reference works, B.nd the third 
for the reading room.

Schilling has at last completed the 
classification and the setting up of 
the Weinhold library In the - German 
seminary room of the Library Build- 
ing. It will be remembered that the 
State University Is Indebted for this 
splendid collection of books to the 
munificence 
of John D- Spreckels, 


whom Professor Schilling succeeded In 
interesting in the library of the late 
Professor Weinhold of the University 
of Berlin and who not only, furnished 
the Bum of $7,000 for Its purchase, but 
also defrayed the: expenses of trans- 
portation. 


Professor Weinhold was one of the 


last scholars of the old school whose 
interest and productive activity em- 
hraced -the entire field of Germanics, 
the literary side as well as the philo- 
logical. The vastness of his learning 
is shown by the fact that he was an 
authority 
In 
medieval and modern 


German dialects, In German archaeo- 
logy, and in folklore. Accordingly, his 
library is extraordinarily comprehen- 
sive, more so, probably, than any of 
the 
other Germanic libraries that 


have been acquired by American uni- 
versities; and it is perfectly safe to 
say, in this age of • specialization, that 
none like It in that respect .fill ever be 
obtainable in the future- 
The 
value 
of the collection lies, 


moreover, not only in its size 'and 
range, but In its quality. It contains 
a large number of rare old prints, first 
editions,, and'the likei Just the kind of 
books that is indispensable for re- 
search work, but is very raraly found 
In American libraries. On the literary 
side, there are hundreds of original 
editions of German writers from IM- 
ther and Hans Sachs down to Schiller 
and Goethe. Of some poets, notably 
of Ofpltz and Wleland, there are almost 
complete sets of first editions. 
The 
principal 
"Musenalmanache," 


the literary almanacs in which much 
of the best poetry of the eighteenth 


century made ite first appearance, are 
represented' by 'full sets, as7 are also 
some of the 'Taschenbueher," which 
occupied ;'a-; similar place .in literature 
The 
collection 
of •writings; of the 


"Storm and Stress" poets and of the 
romanticists Is especially rich- And 
in other fields .as well there is many 
a rare old tome in covers-of pressed 
parchment, or of leaves from a. still 
older 
manuscript 
with beautifully 


painted -initials. In folklore there is 
the rare collection of proverbs of the 
year 1560, besides those of Zlnkgref, 
1693, arid Fistorlous, 1724; there is the 
Damanologia Rubinzalii of 1683, and 
numerous chap-books of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. 


In history there are the chronicles 
of Aventin-us, 1566, and Cureur, 1607, 
of 
Weltbuch-Spiegel 
of 
Sehastian 


BVanck, 1543, 1534, and the German 
edition of the works of Antonius de 
Guevara, 1644. The sixteenth century 
is further represented by Beatus Ehe- 
nahus' biography of Caller von Kals- 
erbergr, "1510, and various controversial 
publications of adherents or oppon- 
ents of the reformation, as e- -g. Eras- 
mus Alberus' Der Barf user Munche 
Fulenspiegel, with a preface oy Luth- 
er, 1542.

The student of the history of relig- 
ious or secular songs will find hymn 
books and collections of folksongs 
with notes dating back as far as 1605, 
and the philologist will rejoice to see 
de Smet's De llteris et lingua Getar- 
um, 1597, and an imposing array of 
eighteenth century dictionaries. The 
library 
contains 
further 
various 
copies of medieval manuscripts made 
by Weinhold or by students of his, 
and an extensive manuscript collec- 
tion of SUesian proper names, 
of 


which Weinhold intended to compile 
a voluminous dictionary- 
The total number of volumes in the 


library is 6166. and of pamphlets, 2279. 
.The acquisition of this splendid col- 
lection makes the German department 
of the library of the State University 
one of the best equipped in tne coun- 
try and is an event of the greatest 
Importance to American btudents of 
Germanics generally.
